60 years of age, The appointing authority 
may however, direct an employee to retire on 
completion of 55 years of age or at any time 
thereafter if his efficiency is found to have 
been impaired.” 

(2) In Regulation 59A, after the word and figure 
“Class I” the words and figure “and Class 11” 
shall bei inserted.
